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Many old student* o f the Charlotte Mason Colle-e 
and others eonmcted with the F.N.K.U. may already know 
that It is proving neoesaary to make soma important change* 
at tho Coll* ye at Ambleside and at the Practising School. 

A I though much regains to be decided, it ii desirable to 
report briefly on the present position. 

It has become increasingly clear in recent years 
that the College could not continue to etand on its own 
feet financially. It has also become clear that the 
College and the students have suffered in various ways 
from the fact that the C.M.G. was the only teachers' 
training college In the country where fees have had to be 
charged. Just at this time, when some changes at the 

C.MtC, are proving unavoidable, the Government have realised 
that drastic measures are necessary to Increase the number 
of trained teachers over the next ten years. It has 
therefore appeared to be in the national interest that all 
available efficient resources for the training of teachers 
should be conserved and, indeed, expanded. 




Against this background, the g ngge m ti s was made 
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to apprtnre^imoh an arrangement , in principle ,/ for ton 
years frons^l960 with the position being reviewed towards 
the end of that period. There ere now to be full 
die cue alone between representative* of the local education 
authority and of the Charlotte ike cm Foundation (which ie 
the present governing body of th* College) with a view to 
reaching agreement on the details A arrangements to be made 
for the change and for the future Of the College* 

In order to mahe the College more efficient t 
economically and educationally, the Ministry are insisting 
that the number of students should be increased* This 
cannot be done with thd available accommodation without 
reducing the mmibers inlthe Practising School, It has 
therefore been decided* naturally with regret* to close the 
senior school in I960 arm to maintain only the Junior 
school* All those diiUctly affected by this decision 

have already been infoi 

If the transfer of fche financial responsibility to 
the local education authority is successfully negotiated, 
there will obviously have to be various other changes. 

For example* the new govorniiig body of the College will 
include members appointed by l the local education authority 
and by Manchester University A as well as representatives 
of the Charlotte Mason Foundation#^ It is very gratifying 
to record that the discussions between the Foundation and 
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and the local education authority Views s la own marked goodwill 
on both eldee t and the Council of the Foundation has already 
been made fully aware that the local education authority 
will be as anxious as all other friends of the College to 
maintain all that baa been good in the traditions and 
philosophy of the College# The Foundation's Council and 

the Principal are looking forward to the exciting benefits 
which the College should derive from the new partnership - 
a partnership which Charlotte Mason herself advocated in the 
early years of the century# 

Much remains to be discussed and negotiated , and it 
is hoped to be able to report pregrese before the end of 
the year.
